BOARD AND THE PUBLIC. + 


‘Tt may not be uninteresting to lock back 
upon the'rige and progress of the situation 
which now presents itaglf by the illegal ac- 
tion of the Sanitary Board. Some of our 
raaders may fancy that we have expressed 
ourselves too strongly in discussing the pre- 
sent situation, ‘Thi motion may be 
grounded upon thé fact that the work cf 
that Public Department is or ought to be 
of the highest benefit to the public welfare. 


| There is no need to deal with the unforte- 


sate’ attitude of the Government which 
brought about the disrupti the Board 
ond tho rotirement of nearly every useful 
check upon théaction of that body. : It is 
the‘ outcome of tho Bonrd’s action in its 
present official constitution which nocd now 
be dealt with, And how much the cause 
of good Government lost by the withdrawal 
of the unoflicial element from the Board, 
the people of Hongkong anny try to oxti- 
mate. , 

A day or two after the now famous lettor, 
published oyer the- signature of ‘Win. 
Danby,’ had ‘appeared, the solicitor for tha 
plaintiffs in the recent prosecutions address- 
ed the Government, reapectfylly asking for 
compensation fordamage that had been done 
to gouds, &e; To this letter tho Colonial 
Seerctary replied, nearly four weeks later, 
under date‘of 12th Juno, xs-follows -—

It may be remembered that Mr, Danby 
had called upon Mr Cooper (President of 
the Sanitary Board) to inform: him-uf what. 
appeared to be unnecessary roughnesy on 
the part of the Bourd'y subordinates, Thero 
can be no‘doubt, had Mr Coopor acted with 
‘discretion”“or-cven with courtesy at this 
stage, the present intolerable position of 
affairs would not have been brought about. 
Unfortunately, tho Colony, appears to be 
compelled to accep the ability of this lead- 
ing and masterful public servant very much 
diluted with less palatable ingredients. 
Anyhow Mr Danby’s letter was written 
after ho discovered tho temper of the Chair- 
man of the Sanitary Board. Tho publica- 
tion of that lotter seemed to launch tlio 
President and the Bourd upun a sea of 
troubles.’ The, members commenced by 
losing their temper, or rather by omitting to 
quench the fiery zeal of their Chairman ;

It must be admitted here that TI. [the 
Governor was at tho outset prompt and 
rational, Tho Colcnial Secretary, on the 
day after Mr Danby’s letter appeared, 
called upon the .Board wo make a strict 
enquiry into the alleged irregularities, 
and to report to the Government: there- 
on, Of course, the tenquiries’ should havo 
taken the form of a caso in Court, or of au: 
investigation-hy independent men ; and the 
result has been as already stated. Only 
tho Board's ‘enquiries’ do not seen to 
have been very rearching.  ~ 
‘Mr Ede was the only member of the 
Bosrd who displayed an impartial mind, 
and he recommenced that ovidence should’ 
he takei to settle the matter one way or 
other.

OUR ARMY AND OUR EMPIRE. 


Lieut.-Col, Adyo, writing to the Nine. 
teenth Century, maintains that no one can 
truthfully ‘assert “that—‘in the light of 
our recent . oxperiences, 300,000 men 
is a suflicient British’ Regular force. for 
the defence of an’ Empire conipris- 
ing one-fifth of tha surface ‘ot the land por- 
tion of the globa and one-fourth of ils esti- 
malted population. That our enormous 
colonial empire (inclusive of Egypt, but ox- 
clusive of India) should contain onty 38,000 
British regular'troops, and that, to rein- 
foreo it, in India and Great Britain, wo 
should ‘possess only about 80,000 regular 
troops in Foserve; appear to bo a foolishly 
dangerous. state of things.’ ‘ 

France and Germany each can put’ four 
million trained soldiors.into the field... We 
have ‘hitherto escaped conscription ; but 
unless wo can increano our resorves Lieut.- 
Col. Adye fears it will become inevitable, 
But he adds— 

“Such a system can most certainly be 
avoided if the omployers of Inbour, great
